THE GATES OF THE PROMISED 


LAND THROWN OPEN.

S t. L o c is, April 2 2 d —Tbe Republic's 
Arkansas City special savs: Oklahoma is 
open and the trials, struggles and sacriticrs 
of years are partially rewarded, but tbe 
events of to-day. and those of days, weeks 
and m onths to follow, will prove" how far 
the supply is below the demand and neces­ 
sitate further concessions to avert disorder, 
bloodshed and other conditions but little 
short of anarchy. 
The history of this day will forever be 
memorable in frontier annals, and will 
leave behind a heritage of litigation which 
will be fruitful to landsliarks and claim at­ 
torneys, but will be destructive to the 
claims of the poor and honest settlers. 
The Santa Fe began running its sectional 
trains out of Kansas City last night, and 
picking up cars at almost every station 
along the route. 
H undreds of people were 
waiting at every depot, and it the cars, all 
of which were tilled before the border line 
was reached, could be counted, they would 
have made a train miles in length. W hen 
the strip was reached it was greeted wi h a 
cheer, which rolled from the news car in 
front to the rustlers’ caboose in the rear. It 
marked a departure from a State Govern­ 
m ent toward a country where a Govern­ 
m ent is yet to be created ar.d established. 
Still the Cherokee country lay between 
them and the ’’ Rainbow Land.” 
Along 
the Pawnee trail the train aiso passed cara­ 
vans of boomers’ wagons, m any going 
south, but some returning toward Kansas. 
Between W illow Springs and the Ponca 
Agency somebody in the newspaper car 
discovered a man riding on the truck be­ 
neath the coach. W hen the train stopped 
at Ponca the 
adventurous 
boomer on 
wheels was taken into the car and elected 
an

lie gave his nam e as H arvey Sadler and 
said he was born in England, but had been 
in this country for nine years, and had 
come all the way from Seattle, W . T., to 
get a foothold in Oklahoma. 
H e was 
elected as representative of the London 
Times and also as the Mascot of the new 
city of Guthrie. 
At the last station outside of Oklahoma 
Territory there was a great crowd of boom­ 
ers who had forsaken their teams and 
hoped to get in quicker by rail. There De- 
ing no room inside they climbed to the top 
of the coaches, and the entire train from 
one end to the other was loaded with them. 
In this way the line was reached about 
five minutes after 12 o’clock before the late 
dead line was reached aud passed. 
How­ 
ever, the great transform aron scene had 
begun and was plainly visible to watchers 
from the tra in ." 
First caine in view white-topped wagons, 
gathered together in groups on’ the prairie, 
or in little valleys which diversify the face 
of Ihe country. It was at once noticeable 
that teams were not seen in any of these 
camps, and it was plain they had "been 
TAKEN OUT OF HARNESS, 
To be rode across the border by hard riders 
who were to locate the claims. A little 
further on and this conclusion proved to be 
a correct one, for the entire" face of the 
country, as far as ttie best field-glass could 
carry the sight, was overrun with horse­ 
men galloping southward. 
The fleetest horses had evidently been 
picked for tbe work, and they were" carry­ 
ing their riders rapidly to the longed-for 
goal. 
Rides of fifteen or twenty miles were 
made on incredible short tim e by the old 
boomers familiar with the country, and 
who knew where the desirable lauds were 
located. 
The day was cloudless, and far away in 
the horizon both to east and west clouds 
of dust could be seen ascending from the 
hoofs of hundreds of horses, rushiDg toward 
different destinations, in most cases, but 
some of them toward the same one. 
A race for a goal could be easily dis­ 
tinguished; the 
riders were apparently 
evenly matched, and they went " 


NECK AND NECK 
For a mile or two along the trail as far as 
they could be seen, and their eager and in­ 
tense looks and merciless slashing were 
sufficient evidence of the prize thev were 
running after. 
One saddled but riderless horse was seen 
galloping along the trail, an ominous sign 
of some accident of fatality which had be­ 
fallen the rider. 
Some went in charge of horses and were 
evidently riding relays toward the goal. 
Out of the dust which arose toward the last 
could be seeu, after the train had reached 
the sum m it of the high ridge, a wagon car­ 
avan fully two miles in length, and which 
was being sped to the utm ost speed of its 
horses. 
These caravans were plainly out-dis­ 
tanced by the horseback-riders. 
The crowds were composed of specula­ 
tors, adventurers, sight-seers, thieves, etc. 
The farming element was not largely rep­ 
resented, as all of the homesteaders’ have 
gone on before. There were men in the 
cars from every great city and im portant 
point in the country, aud there was no 
State or Territory in the country which did 
not have its representatives. 
The newspaper coach was the first out of 
Kansas City. It contained representatives 
of all 


THE LEADING NEWSPAPERS 
In the country, who were compelled to 
yield room and comfort for the good of the 
cause. 
At Arkansas City there were seventy-five 
coaches tracked in the yards awaiting the 
rush. All of these were lowered into the 
yards some distance below the depot. 
The crowd began gathering on the plat­ 
form two hours before daylight, and long 
before the first faint streak of the dawn of 
the fateful day. the city was awake and 
stirring. 
The streets presented a 


LIVELY AND PICTURESQUE APPEARANCE. 
H undreds in their impatience to get 
aboard rushed down en masse to the yards 
and attempted to force an entrance into 
the cars, all of which weresecurelv locked. 
The excitement can be judged from the 
fact that a large num ber of coach windows 
were broken by the people who were 
anxious to secure seat9. 
It was in vain for 
the officials to say traiDS would run in sec­ 
tions fifteen m inutes apart. 
Every man 
there wanted to be fifteen minutes"ahead 
of everybody else and not fifteen minutes 
behind of anybody. 
The first section 
made up consisted of nine coaches, the 
newspaper coach and one caboose. 
It 
pulled out at 8:45. railroad time, drawn by 
engine No 266. It was 9:30 when the line 
which m arks the State line and the divid­ 
ing line froiu Cherokee county was reached. 
After several miles of territory had been 
traversed it wss seen the best riders were 
winning the best prizes. One homesteader, 
who had secured~a magnificent quarter of 
rolling land, dug a hole two or three feet 
deep at that corner of it where the survey­ 
or’s section was located and where he had 
driven his stakes. Not looking upon these 
evidences of possession as sufficient to con­ 
firm bis title, he seized a W inchester as the 
train ran by and tired otu all its contents 
and then emptied his revolver, veiling like 
a cowboy or Comanche Indian all the time 
Not oniy yells, but shots were responded 
to from the train, and a volley w ent up 
Into the air from the entire length of the 
section, which proved conclusively how 
well the party was armed in expectancy of 
what might happen. 
A few miles the other side of the line the 
train stopped at a military post. 
Here the 
while tents of the soldier's and officer's 
tents surrounded by the National colors 
were a gratifying evidence of power suffi­ 
ciently strong to maintain order. Troop D 
of the Fifth Regiment of Cavalarv of United 
States Anny was quartered there, and offi­ 
cers said at the snood of the bugle at high 
noon, there had been a movement among 
the boomers camped along the herder 
which bad extended across the entire fron­ 
tier line, and that riding had been fast and 


furious ever since, some of the prospectors 
running to G uthrie to file their entries. 


THE FUTURE GREAT CITY. 
The smoke of myriads of campfires, 
lighted to cook the first meal in Oklahoma, 
began to ascend in all directions, and be­ 
fore the first train of land speculators 
rushed in to the future great city of G uth­ 
rie, the farmer had already become the 
possessor of a great deal of land, and more 
than one furrow of virgin soil was turned 
over to the sun, which has made the day 
glorious, as well as memorable, ft was 
twenty minutes after 12 o'clock when the 
first eection of the great Atchison train 
reached the line, and its progress from that 
point on to Guthrie was not rapid enough 
tor rapid men who wanted to get there in a 
hurry before all the cream was skimm ed 
off the milk. 
Nevertheless, ii lacked but a 
few m inutes of 1 o’clock when the train 
stopped in front of Guthrie. 
Before the train came to a stop it was 
seen that somebody was already there, in 
fact the town was well populated. Tents 
were numerous on the eastern slope, and 
stakes were sticking up out of the ground

Men could be seen racing in the d rec- 
tiou of valuable holdings, and the scene 
was as busy and anim ated a one as it is 
possible to imagine. The profanity among 
those from Arkansas City and Wichita, and 
as well as those from other points, and the 
Kansas City speculators was both loud 
and deep. 
If there had been a prospect of 
shoutin* a! any tim e to-day it was when 
these 
men 
found 
themselves 
battled 
at their own game 
of 
freeze 
out, 
but 
they 
were compelled 
to swallow 
their wrath, for according to all technicali­ 
ties in law. the men in possession were the 
rightful owners, and the men who had 
been left out were the ones who had been 
the most persistent in their demand for 
the law’s enforcement. There wa3 nothing 
to do but to take what was left, and it was 
in the scramble to get these that the most 
ludicrous scenes of the day were pre­ 
sented. 


K ansas C it y . April 223.—A Times special, 
via Fort Reno, says: "Tbe King-fisher 
land olfice was not opened to-day, as the 
buildings and other preparations for busi­ 
ness were not completed.”

T H E C .Y FT A IN ’S S T A T E M E N T . 


T h e C a p ta in of th e M isso u ri D o es A ll in 
H ts P o w e r fo r th e s h ip w re c k e d . 
P h il a d e l p h ia , April 22d. — The Mis­ 
souri, with 365 people from ihe wrecked 
steam ship Danniark, arrived at the A m eri­ 
can Line Company's dock this morning. 
All of the D anm ark’s passengers look 
hearty and bright, and show nosigus of tbe 
hardships which they must have 
necessa­ 
rily endured. 
The general passenger agent 
ol 
the 
Thingvalla Line stated that all would be 
forwarded to their destinations from this 
city if satisfactory arrangements conld be 
made. Nearly all the emigrants ate bound 
for points in the West. The commander 
of the Missouri furnished the following 
statem ent: 
We left London with a general cargo for 
our first trip to Philadelphia, March 28th. 
On April 5th we sighted the steamer D an­ 
mark flying a signal of distress. 
We bore 
down oil the steam er and found her dis­ 
abled. Captain Kuudson, her commander, 
reported that the tail end of his shaft was 
broken, and he wished me to take the ves­ 
sel to New York. Owing to the state of the 
weather, and because of the fact that I was 
not prepared to accommodate such a num ­ 
ber of people, I declined to accede to his 
request, but otlered instead to tow his ves­ 
sel to the nearest port. 
This oiler Captain Knudson accepted, 
and the vessel proceeded. A t 7 a. m . the 
D anm ark signalled, 


“ w e a r e l e a k in g c o n sid er a b ly. 
There is now three feet of water in the nft- 
hold and gaining rapidly.” 
I asked what 
I should do, and the signal came, “Keep 
on towing.” 
Two hours later the D anm ark again 
signalled us that Ihe “ D anm ark is sink­ 
ing; we m ust abandon the ship; will you 
take onr passengers?” 
W ithout a mo­ 
m ent’s hesitation I signalled back, “Yes; 
I will take all on board, and do the best I 
can.” 
I then cut the tow line and we 
dropped down to the D anm ark. Chief 
Officer Glen of the vessel came on board 
the Missouri and informed me of the con­ 
dition of his ship. 
H e said 


c a pta in knudson h a d decided 
T hat for the best interests of those on 
board the ship it would be better to aban­ 
don her, and get all the people on board 
the Missouri while there was plenty of 
time. 
A heavy swell was running during all of 
this terrible day, m aking the work of re­ 
moving the people from the sinking ship 
one of great difficulty, and it was only by 
the hardest kind of work we were able to 
avoid accidents to both the people and the 
boats. 
The women and children were re­ 
moved first, aud after them the male pas­ 
sengers and crew. 
At 2 p. m . we finished 
the work of transferring the passengers, 
having consumed nearly five hours, and 
getting everybody, with the exception cf 
the officers, safely on the Missouri 
WITHOUT A SINGLE ACCIDENT 
Of any kind. An hour later the barometer 
began falling, and I sent word to Captain 
Kuudsen ami his officers to leave the ship 
and come on board the Missouri, and after 
getting some provisions from the D anm ark, 
which had now settled very perceptibly in 
the water, that vessel was finally aban­ 
doned, Captain Kuudsen being the last to 
leave the ship. 
I then counted heads, and found we had, 
in addition to our own crew, 45 men and 
four passengers, 669 cabin passengers, and 
decided to m ake for the Azore Islands. 
The weather was very threatening at 
the time. 
The wind increased in vio­ 
lence as night wore on, but everything 
possible was done to 
MAKE THE PASSENGERS COMFORTABLE. 
Awnings and sails were brought out and 
used as a partial protection to the panic- 
stricken emigrants. 
The gale kept increasing in fury, and 
there was a tremendous sea running which 
was continually breaking over the vessel, 
and taken altogether, things looked very 
dubious. 
It m ust be remembered that we 
were very short of provisions, and this 
storin at the very outset of our 
JOURNEY TOWARDS ST. MICHAELS 
Made us fearful of reaching that port 
safely. By daylight of April 8th, how ­ 
ever. the gale had materially decreased and 
we were able to make fair progress, and on 
April 10th we arrived at St. Michaels. 
April 11th wo landed 370 of the passen­ 
gers and crew of the Danmark, includ­ 
ing Captain Knudson, at St. Michaels. 
On 
the same day we sailed from St. Michaels 
with 365 people from the Danmark, in ­ 
cluding eight of the crew of that vessel. 
We had fine weather all the way to Phila­ 
delphia, and a rem arkably sm all am ount 
of sickness on 
board, considering the 
crowded condition of our boat. 


T H E C A P T A IN H O N O R E D .

P h il a d e l p h ia , April 22d.—The steam­ 
ship Missouri, which arrived here this 
afternoon, was royally received by the ship­ 
ping, all the vessels saluting her. Thou­ 
sands of persons awaited her coming. The 
master of the Missouri was the hero of the 
day. As the vessel touched the dock a 
delegation of ladies and business men went 
aboard and presented him with a floral 
ship. 
The passengdts also were warmly 
received. Of the latter 280 were sent West, 
the rem ainder going to New York. About 
thirty of the arrivals were cabin passengers, 
the rem ainder steerage. 
They were nearly 
all from Copenhagen and Christiana. 
The youngest passenger was a baby born 
the day after the rescue and nam ed Mis­ 
souri. 
A dinner and reception will be given the 
Captain of the Missouri to-morrow at the 
Maritime Exchange.

he had in New York, he said, was J. Sterns, 
an artist with * studio at 42 West Twenty- 
third street.

W a s h i n g t o n , April 22i.—The Armes' 
court martial began its proceedings to-day 
by the secret examination of Sereeant-at- 
Arms Canadav of the ¡Senate and Chief Bell 
of the Secret Service. 
It was currently reported that the testi­ 
mony of these witnesses, taken in connec­ 
tion with that of Colonel Swords last Sat- 
urdoy, went to show that Captain Am ies 
had appeared in the inauguration parade 
as a special body-guard to the President, 
and had the highest warrant for his attend­ 
ance.

W a s h i n g t o n , April 22d.—The W ar De­ 
partm ent to-day issued an order based upon 
a decision rendered by General Schoiielii in 
November last, giving the m ilitary forces a 
right to carry liquor into Oklahoma. This 
was to modify tbe decision of Secretary 
W indom, overruling Commissioner Ma­ 
son’s opinion, that liquor could be sold in 
Oklahoma. 
It has been also decided that ihe military 
forces cannot prevent liquor being carried 
into the newly opened country.

If Sher­ 
iffs were laggard in California in pursuing 
the railroad robbers; if the people gener 
ally refused or neglected to give informa­ 
tion that would lead to the detection of the 
offenders; if public sentiaient was disposed 
to attribute the crime to other than the 
real motives that prompted it, California, 
as a State, and her people, as a body, would 
be justly subject to reproach, no matter 
how many cheap resolutions of denuncia­ 
tion of the crime might be passed.

PAYMENT OF EXPERTS. 
The case of Dr. Muvs of San Francisco 
has excited considerable interest, and has 
led our contemporary, the Morning Call of 
that city, into expressions that we cannot 
believe are indorsed by those who have 
thought most deeply upon the subject. 
The case is simply stated. The Doctor 
was for some years a physician at the 
Stockton Insane Asylum, where he gained 
a good reputation as an expert In judging 
of the various evidences and phases of in­ 
sanity. W hile in the employment of the 
State lie was well paid and in return gave 
good service. Upon leaving the asylum 
ne engaged in private practice. He is 
oow called upon, on the demand of persons 
charged with crime, to respond to the sub- 
penas of the Courts, and to travel to 
distant parts to testify as an expert in oases 
where there is a plea of insanity. He re­ 
sponds to the subpena, but as a condition 
precedent to testifying demands the ex- 
pr rffs fee, and refusing to testify without 
assurance of its payment, he is locked up 
and fined for contempt. 11 is case, there­ 
fore, is an excellent one with which to 
illustrate the issues involved—the State 
could not have a stronger one in its behalf. 
Our contemporary, the Call, inclines to the 
belief that the Doctor is entitled to no 
more consideration than one who is called 
upon to give the State his knowledge of a 
fact as a means to the ends of justice. It 
need have no doubt on that head. The 
physician is entitled to no immunities or 
rewards superior to those that are the due 
o: any other citizen in proportion to the 
value of the service rendered. But 
our contemporary is 
in error when 
it 
advances the argument that the 
physician should contribute, without 
pay, from 
the capital and material 
of his business, because other citizens 
must serve as jurors, respond to subpenas 
to testify to facts within their knowledge, 
serve on posses, and, in need, do duty in 
the army. So far ¡ s all these and similar 
duties of citizenship are concerned, the 
physician has no aiisolute right to exemp­ 
tion any more than any other citizen. He 
must sacrifice his time and business in 
ivmmon with others to testify to facts that 
have come within his knowledge and that 
the Courts determine to be essential to the 
administration of justice. It is a very 
different case when the witness is com­ 
manded to contribute, without due com- 
pensatisn by the State, service which is 
his capital in business, his skill acquired 
after long apprenticeship and at great out­ 
lay. If the medical expert must bring 
his tools of trade into Court and give the 
State free use of them, and himself use 
them at the command of the Courts, by 
parity of reasoning the c rpenter should 
not complain if asked to come into Court 
and construct a building, bringing his tools 
and supplying the material at his own 
cost. According to the same reasoning 
the chemist who has acquired great skill 
after years of laborious research, can lie 
compelled to come into Court and 
":ake 
an 
analysis 
without 
due 
compensation, and forsake his daily 
vocation to serve the State for a 
. ong. The newspaper reporter who is 
skilled in phonography can lie compelled 
to stand up for days in Court and read 
from his private notes, that are the result 
of acquired skill and persona! industry, 
and to which the Court, we contend, has 
not the right of access without compensa­ 
tion. Some of the Courts have, however, 
compelled reporters to leave their employ-' 
ment and for days serve the State in that 
manner for the pittance that is allowed 
the man who testifies to a simple matter 
of fact. On the other hand, and opposed 
to the doctrine of the Call that the State 
may take the citizen’s intellectual prop­ 
erty or manual skill without other reward 
than the witness fee, we have the decisions 
of three departments of the Superior 
Court in San Francisco that have held in 
favor of the expert’s fee and have required 
its payment in a reasonable amount, in 
rases of ptmicians and exjierts in pen­ 
manship, as a condition precedent to testi­ 
fying. Take the case of I)r. Mays. If he 
nay justly he compelled to serve a week 
in San Bernardino in the practice of his 
profession for the State, to the abandon­ 
ment of his practice in San Francisco, lie 
can the next week lie called to Nevada to 
aerve the State, the next to Humboldt and 
the Dext to some other county, and so on 
the year round, to tiie utter abandonment 
and ruin of his business. The illustration 
applies as well for any other skilled man. 
The State should no more take the skill 
of a citizen without compensation than it 
W"uld his tangible property. The State, 
with as much justness, can compel the 
witness to part with his household goods 
for public use without compensation as to 
part with that by which lie gains his live­ 
lihood without satisfactory recompense. 
Except when martial law sujiersedes the 
law Courts, it has not the right, in justice, 
to do either. 


HYDRAULIC MIXING. 


T he cry that labor is not rewarded in 
proportion to its output of energy is a com­ 
mon one, and by a great many accepted as 
true. Mr. Mallock has shown that the 
doctrine of Mr. Henry George that the 
poor are growing jioorer, is not sound, and 
Mr. Edward Atkinson has demonstrated 
that capital up to 1880 had lowered its 
share of tlje product to one-tenth, as com­ 
pared to nine-tenths that goes to labor as 
tiie result of its energy. The Albany 
Journal calls attention to the fact jhat 
recently nearly seven and a half millions 
of New York bonds bearing only two and 
a half per cent, interest were sold at par, 
and at a premium of one and one-lialf per 
cent. The standard rate of interest in New 
York twenty years ago was seven percent., 
but it is to-day only four per cent, at the 
maximum. The Journal believes that the 
Government could to-day easily float a loan 
at two and a half per cent. The profits of 
lalior have not diminished therefore, while 
the earnings of capital have. Of course 
the amount of capital has vastly in­ 
creased, and the avenues for its use have 
immensely muitiplied. It is turned over 
now with a rapidity that was not dreamed 
of a few years ago. But the increase of 
capital and the lessened interest it de­ 
mands in its investment, means the greater 
employment of labor, the enlargement of 
industrial opportunities and really a closer 
union, and the more necessity for it, be­ 
tween capital and labor. The truth is, and 
the most intelligent socialist cannot dis­ 
prove the assertion, that capital is to-day 
more and better distributed than in any 
previous age or time, and that the condi­ 
tion and rewards of labor are better to-day 
than ever before. And it is also true that 
the massed wealth of this era does not 
bear so large a proportion to the gross 
wealth of all the people as is popularly 
supposed—in short, the statistics of the 
day do not bear out the assumptions of the 
socialists, but they are now proving to be 
true in America that which Mallock demon­ 
strated is true in England, that those who 
take the most are the small, not the large 
landlords. 
It is said to be the intention of Presi­ 
dent Harrison to make his office head­ 
quarters in one of the Department build­ 
ings. This is right; the President’s house 
should not be the place of his business. He 
should not, as one of our contemporaries 
some time ago well expressed it, “ live 
over the shop.” The subject has revived 
the old question of rebuilding the W hite 
House, and the debate is now progressing 
in the Eastern press. The nation should 
make it more a suitable residence for the 
Chief Magistrate, where he can do the 
honors of the country with greater ease 
and less exposure of his health and that 
of his family. The testimony is uniform 
that the Executive Mansion, a.- now used, 
hts been outgrown by the needs of the 
day, as it certainly lias by the importance 
of the nation. It is admitted to lie un­ 
wholesome as a residence, because ill 
drained and not fitted with the most ap­ 
proved sanitary appliances. But the White 
House should not be destroyed. In many 
respects it is a fine structure; in the sim­ 
plicity of its style it is American ; in its 
massiveness it is suggestive of tiie char­ 
acter of the Government; in its home­ 
like plainness it is attractive and repub­ 
lican. It is the one building ot the capital 
city about which cluster the most stirring 
memories, and to which attach historic 
recollections that nothing should disturb. 
But it can be improved, and by the re­ 
moval of the executive office from it made 
more roomy and still more homelike. Ad­ 
ditions can be made to it, probably, with­ 
out endangering its original design, and it 
can be put into first-class condition, and 
made a fitting home for the first officer of 
the American nation. 


iTHOt'T declaration of martial law. 
the action of the authorities in ordering 
the disarming of the Oklahoma boomers 
was a stretch of authority, invading the 
right to “ liear arms.” But the order for­ 
bidding the carrying of liquor into the 
Territory and its sale or other dispensing 
during the invasion, was wise and not open 
to the slightest objection. And while the 
order concerning arms was probably justi­ 
fied by the fear that there would lie blood­ 
shed and possible resistance of lawful au­ 
thority, the regulation concerning whisky 
was unquestionably the exercise of a police 
jHiwer that will meet with approval on all 
sides. 


T h e Alta charges the R ecord-U sion 
with unfairness in laying the Clayton mur­ 
der at the d->or of the people of the State 
of Arkausas. It contends that with as 
much reason the recent robbery of a train 
in Southern California may lie charged to 
ail the people of this State because the 
thieves have not been caught. The cases 
arc not parallels. However, the R ecord- 
U nion did not lay the crime of murder at 
the door of all the people of Arkansas be­ 
cause the assassins of Clayton have not 
been discovered. It went no farther in its 


Central American States, to wit, Costa 
Rica, Guatemala, Nicaragua, Salvador and 
Honduras, have agreed that hereafter they 
will not go to war without first attempting 
to arbitrate their difficulties. And thi - 
means that they will arbitrate. When 
nations advance so far that they can agree 
to choose arbitrators they are unlikely to 
refuse to be bound by the judgment. The 
conclusion reached by these petty States 
will have a decidedly stimulating influence 
upon the investments of American capital 
in those countries. 


United States Attorney Carey Seeking In­ 
formation on the Subject. 
At the conclnsion of the business before 
the Board of Supervisors, late yesterday 
afternoon, the following communication 
from United States District Attorney Carey 
was read. The letter is explanatory of the 
difficulty encountered in securing informa­ 
tion regarding the illegal operation of hy­ 
draulic mines along the American river, 
and requests the Board to offer a reward 
for testimony that would convict the vio­ 
lators of the orders of the Federal Courts. 
Action was taken in accordance with the 
suggestion. The letter reads : 
San Francisco, April 20,1SS9. 
To the Honorable Board of Supervisors of Sacra­ 
mento County—G e n t le m e n : Every possible effort 
has been made by the Government to stop hy­ 
draulic miniug, huriful to the navigabilitv of 
the Yuba, Feather and Sacramento rivers. Ac­ 
tions have been instituted and injunctions is­ 
sued agaiust all persons operating hydraulic 
mines on the water-shedsof those rivers, agaiust 
whom sufficient evidence could te obtained to 
warrant the issuance of injunctions. 
As I am informed, since the trial of The Peo­ 
ple vs. Gold Hun, (66 Cal. 138), hydraulic mining 
has been practically suspended on the Ameri­ 
can and Bear rivers. I have indefinite informa­ 
tion still, Irom such a reliable source to induce 
me to address your honorable bodv upon the 
subject, that since the commencement of the 
present season, hydraulic miues are being oper­ 
ated at Liberty Hill.Gobi Kuu, Dutch Flat, Iowa 
Hill, Michigan Bluff and Forest HilL 1 am in­ 
formed that the condition of the waters coming 
from these water-sheds into the river below in­ 
dicates the existence of active hydraulic min­ 
iug; that they are debris-laden to an extent not 
teen since the trial of the Gold Hun case. 
What information 1 have is confidential and 
cannot be used, and is insufficient in itself to 
warrant proceedings. I am further iuformed 
that the operators have a system ol guards, 
telephones, aud precautions to prevent the 
presence of a stranger in that section without it 
being instantly made known to the entire min­ 
ing district thereabouts. That everybody con­ 
nected with them is absolutely intimidated to 
such an extent that it is impossible to obtain 
information. That no one is permitted to visit 
or inspect the miues, and that it is hazardous 
for auy one to make the attempt in daytime or 
night, and that it is believed that i>e:sonal vio­ 
lence would be done any one makiug the at­ 
tempt. That owiug to this condition of ail'airs 
it is impossible to get the necessary information 
to warrant proceedings, it has occurred to me 
that the information might be obtained if a 
sufficient reward were offered to induce persons 
to secure the evidence at all hazards. 1 have 
no means at hand and have no authority to 
offer a reward on behalf of the Government. It 
has occurred to me that your honorable Board 
lias always taken a very great interest and an 
active pait in stopping hydraulic rniDiug, and 
that in this matter you are more immediately 
iuterested in the working of the American river 
mines than any other county, and would, in 
self-protection, lend every encouragement pos­ 
sible to effectually carry out the purpose and 
policy of Congress to protect the navigability of 
the Sacramento and other rivers. 
X therefore suggest the propriety of your coun­ 
ty offering a reward of from $250 to ; 00 for the 
detection of these miues, or either of them, in 
active operation, aud lor supplying sufficient in­ 
formation thereof to warrant proceedings bv in­ 
junction. The effect of offering a reward might 
be efficacious in itself, and so intimidate the 
owners and operatives as to put a stop to hy­ 
draulic miniug in thst section. 1 will be 
pleased lo have your co-operation in this mat­ 
ter.

The Supreme Court Says Lovdal’s Cot­ 
tonwood Trees May Stand. 
The Supreme Court has affirmed the 
judgment of the Superior Court of this 
county in the case of Andrea Grandona vs. 
Oie Olsen Lovdal. The action was brought 
to abate a nuisance and for $000 damages 
The case was tried by the Superior Court 
and judgment given for defendant, from 
which and from an order denying a new 
trial plaintiff appealed. 
The plaintiff owns a tract of land in this 
county, containing about fifteen and one- 
half acres, and the alleged nuisance is a 
line of cottonwood trees standing about 
eight feet apart along his southern boundary 
for a distance of about 531 feet. The de­ 
fendant owns the adjoining land, and the 
t ees were planted by his grantor in 1S05 
from eight to twelve inches south of the 
dividing line. 
The complaint alleged that the branches 
of the trees extend over and upon plaint­ 
iff’s land and shade the same, and thereby 
destroy the crops upon about an acre of his 
land; that the roots of the trees extend 
upon plaintiff"s land for the distance of 
about thirty feet ail along the line of the 
trees, so near the surface of the ground 
ai to prevent him from plowing and culti­ 
vating the land; that the trees, and the 
branches and roots thereof, destroy the 
substance of plaintiff's laud for a space of 
about sixiy feet wide along the whole line 
of the trees, and so impoverish the same as 
to make it wholly unproductive; that the 
trunks of many of the trees have grown so 
that a large part of the trunks are extended 
over and upon plaintiff's land and have 
crowded out and pushed down the fences 
erected upon the dividing line. 
The answer generally denies the allega­ 
tions of the complaint, and is sustained by 
the Court. The latter, in concluding its 
decision, indulges in the following bit of 
dry humor : 
It is further specified that the decision of the 
lower Court was contrary to the evidence lor 
the reason that defendant maintained tne trees 
for the purpose of supplying himself with fuel 
and hop railes, and thereby using plaiutili's 
land for his own profit anil advantage. But 
how can this maintain plain iffs contention? 
The fuel and hop poles growing over plaintiffs 
land were his, and could have been claimed by 
h m as against the defendant. And the fact 
that the balance of the limbs and branches 
were useful to the defendant in no way harmed 
the plaintiff or gave him cause for complaint. 
We conclude that the judgment cannot be re­ 
versed on the ground that the decision was con­ 
trary to the evidence or the law ; and as no er­ 
rors of law are specified or relied on. we advise 
that the judgment and order be affirmed.

S IX MONTHS. 


R ival R ailroad Tracks on F ifteenth 
S treet—The Cem etery Im broglio 
S ettled—O ther M atters. 


The regular weekly meeting of the Board 
of City Trustees was held yesterday niorn- 
ng. ail the members being present. 
The water works report showed that 
22,478.500 
gallons of 
water 
had been 
pum ped during the week ending April 21st, 
the H olly pum p working 149 hours and 
th e Stevens 49 hours. 
E. B. Hussey addressed the Board, thank­ 
ing them for their support in offering to 
build the foundation for the A. J. Stevens 
statue to be erected in the Plaza. Plans 
and specifications for building the m onu­ 
m ent were subm itted to the Board, and it 
was stated that the probable cost of build­ 
ing the foundation would be between $250 
and $300. 
E. K. Alsip said he thought all matters 
were amicably settled between the Central 
Street Railway Company and R. S. Carey 
in regard to the granting of a franchise to 
to the former company for a road on Fif­ 
teenth street, from K to L. 
R. S. Carey replied that he was willing 
to do the square thing if the Board would 
grant him w hat he wished, namely, a 
double franchise on Fifteenth street, from 
K to L. Matters could then be arranged so 
that the Central Street Railway road couid 
run on the east side of the street and his 
road on the west. 
Mayor Gregory thought the other busi­ 
ness of the Board should be given consid­ 
eration first, and the street railway m atter 
was dropped tem porarily. 


VARIOUS STREET IM PROVEM ENTS. 
A rem onstrance was received from the 
property-owners on IT street, from Second 
to Third, against grading the said street, 
and the m atter was referred to the Street 
Commissioner. 
The property-owners in the block bound­ 
ed by O and P, Tw enty-tnird and Twenty- 
fourth streets, petitioned that the alley in 
th e said block be opened. The Street Com­ 
missioner will attend to the opening cf the 
same. 
A petition was received asking that the 
Board order a sidewalk constructed on the 
north side of S street, between Tenth ami 
Eleventh. Trustee McLaughlin will look 
up the matter. 
A communication was received signed by 
several taxpayers of the city, asking that 
the nuisances in lots 5, G and 7, on the 
block bounded by S and T, N inth and 
T enth streets, be ordered abated. They 
consist of stagnant ponds and a lot of fouí- 
smelÜDg garbage. The m atter will receive 
the attention of the Street Commissioner. 
Resolutions were passed ordering the fol­ 
lowing street work d o n e: Im proving the 
alley in the block bounded by Sixth and 
Seventh, J and K streets, by paving, con­ 
structing gutters, etc.; also, grading and 
im proving Twenty-sixth street, from J to N. 
H . B. Neilsen appeared before the Board 
to argue the question as to w hether or not 
th e I. O. O. F. Society did not have a right 
to hire a sexton for their own plat in the 
City Cemetery, and have graves dug by 
him . 
TH E CEMETERY PATRONAGE. 
The Mayor read an opinion in the m at­ 
ter given by the City Attorney, in which 
he stated that after having looked up the 
law he had come to the conclusion that no 
one had a right to dig a grave in the City 
Cemetery excepting an employe under the 
Superintendent of the Cemetery. 
Grove L. Johnson, as attorney for P ar­ 
ker. read Ordinance Xo. 194, passed June 
30, 1884, which he thought clearly settled 
the matter. It states that the Superinten­ 
dent shall charge for every grave dug, at 
the rate of $5 for an adult, and $3 for 
children. 
S. B. Smith, on behalf of the Odd F el­ 
lows, made an argum ent in favor of their 
hiring their own sexton. They had always 
, hired a m an there, end he had kept the 
‘-avenues and walks around the plot clean, 
and the Order had payed him therefor. 
Mr. Johnson said that if the Odd Fel­ 
lows had been paying for cleaning the 
avenues and roads aiound their plot they 
had done so unnecessarily, as it was the 
Superintendent's duty to do the same w ith­ 
out any extra fee. 
After more argum ents the m atter resulted 
in a victory for Superintendent Parker, and 
he will hereafter attend to the work in and 
around all the plots. 


OBJECTION TO AN ASSESSMENT. 
Mrs. D. W inning asked that the Board 
reduce the taxes on her property at'th e 
southeast corner of Thirteenth "and H 
streets. It consisted of one full lot. and 
was now assessed for $3,450. The Board 
could not give the Lady any satisfaction in 
the m atter at present. 


SPRINKLING CONTRACTS LET. 
The m atter of letting the contracts for 
street sprinkling were then taken up. The 
M ayor thought they ought to be let for the 
whole year, but Trustee M cLaughlin stated 
that it would take almost the whole of the 
street fund to pay for the same, and he 
thought it would be better to let it for six 
m onths at first. 
Trustee W olf seconded the motion, and 
the contracts were let for six m onths and 
awarded as follows:

It was so agreed between 
the two companies tbal Mr. Carey will 
have the right to lay a road on the west 
side oi the street, from H to O, and the 
Central Street Railway Company the east 
side, from J to M. 
A franchise was also read for granting to 
the Central Street Railway Company a 
road on Twenty-eighth street from J to M. 
The m atter was laid over for one week. 
After the allowing of a large num ber of 
bills the meeting adjourned, after a session 
of almost three hours.

A S p ecial M eetin g a t W liich Som e liual 
o r s i W as D ane. 
The Board m et yesterday in special 
session, all the members being present, 
Chairm an Tebbets presiding. 
J / F Dalton, chief patrol officer of the 
Stnk Fish Commission, appeared and re­ 
quested ths Board to adopt the State size of 
shad and salmon nets for Sacramento 
county. The request was adopted, and an 
ordinance prepared to cover the case, fixing 
m eshes 7' inches in length. 
A delegation of citizens was present 
from Road District No 7. to hear the re ­ 
port of tbe viewers appointed for a new 


road in that district. The report was read, 
some evidence taken, and final action in 
the m atter continued until the last day of 
the next session of the Board, May 10th.

CITY WATER. 


T w o P ard on s G ranted Y esterd ay by G ov­ 
ern or W aterm an . 
The Governor has granted a pardon to 
H enry M. Wickes, convicted of assault with 
a deadly weapon in Los Angeles county, 
December 15,1888, and sentenced to pay a 
fine of $200 or serve six m onths in jail. 
The application for a pardon sets forth 
that, while in dispute with one Fisher con­ 
cerning a debt of $10. one Arad Howe, a 
friend and partner of Fisher, without w arn­ 
ing seized tbe petitioner by tbe throat and 
threw him upon the sidewalk, holding him 
down in that position by lying across his 
body ; that petitioner is and has been for 
years past in a weak and sicklv condi­ 
tion, while on the other hand Howe is 
large and heavily built, with a reputation 
of being a fighter; that petitioner, through 
fear for his life and person, and w ith 110 
other motive than to defend himself, drew 
his pistol and shot Howe while lying 011 
the sidewalk with Howe on top of him, 
and that immediately upon being released 
he gave him self into the custody of the 
officers of the law. This statem ent is veri­ 
fied by the signatures of both Fisher and 
Howe. 
The application is accompanied by the 
certificates of several physicians, stating 
that Wickes is suffering from a complica­ 
tion of diseases, and that further im prison­ 
m ent would be dangerous in the extreme. 
The petition is signed by W . A. Cheney, 
Superior Judge. J .R . Dupuy, District A t­ 
torney, and by all the jurors. 
A pardon was also granted to Joseph 
Ferro, convicted of petit larceny in A la­ 
meda county in March, 1889, and sentenced 
to 90 days’ im prisonm ent in the county jail. 
Tbe family of the lad are poor and utterly 
unable to pay the fine, and" in consequence 
be is undergoing im prisonm ent in the 
county jaii. The prisoner is a child 10 
years of age. and his crime consisted in 
taking a sm all sum of m oney wbich was 
left in an exposed place, and without doubt 
be was unaware of the crim inalty of the 
act. If allowed to rem ain in confinement 
he will be in constant association with 
criminals, and the effect of such contam i­ 
nation upon one so young would be serious 
indeed. 
Under these circumstances, and 
with the belief that further im prisonm ent 
would only defeat the ends of justice, the 
pardon is granted.

COMPARISONS BETWEEN OLD AND 
NEW RATES. 


The C hanges Affect F am ilies Very 
S lightly—H ow the Old O rdi­ 
nance H as been E vaded. 


Since the passage by the City Trustees of 
the new ordinance regulating water rates 
it has been the subject of general disens- 
sion throughout the city, and severely con­ 
demned by a great m any citizens. A care­ 
ful comparison of it w ith the old ordi­ 
nance, however, shows that the increased 
rates do not fall on the poorer classes, but 
on the larger manufactories, liquor houses, 
saloons, laundries, etc., which use great 
quantities of water bu t have hitherto not 
paid their proper proportion of the tax. 
For instance, under the old ordinance a 
hotel bar or other saloon paid $1 50 per 
m onth for the water used, while under the 
new ordinance the rate will be $2 50, with 
$1 extra where hot lunches are served. 
Bars in grocery stores, which formerly paid 
75 cents per month, will now be charged 
$1 50. 
Drug stores th at paid $2 50 per 
m onth will pay the sam e under the new 
ordinance, but each soda fountain must 
henceforth pay an additional $2 50. 


STOPPING LARGE LEAKS. 
U nder the old ordinance laundries em­ 
ploying four or more persons paid $7 per 
m onth. As a m atter of fact, some em ­ 
ploy four times that num ber; and, while 
the rate for four employes will be the same 
under the new ordinance, it perm its of an 
increase from $7 up to $25, according to the 
num ber of persons employed. 
W holesale liquor stores, which use con­ 
siderable water in one way or another, will 
pay $5 instead of $2 50. and there has been 
a considerable increase in the rate for print­ 
ing offices, which are also large consumers 
of water. 
FOR FAM ILY USEES. 
The increased rate for water used for 
family or household purposes is very small, 
as a comparison of the old and new ordi­ 
nances will show. 
H eietofore the rate 
charged, or supposed to be charged, fam i­ 
lies of four or more persons was twenty- 
five cents each per m onth, or $1 at the low­ 
est. Under the new ordinance all families 
of two or more persons are to be charged 
at the rate of $1 per m onth, and it is a m at­ 
ter of fact that hundreds of famines of 
from three to five persons have heretofore 
escaped payment of the full rate by claim ­ 
ing to have but two members each, the rate 
for which was fifty cents per m onth per 
person, or $1 50 per quarter. 


FAM ILIES THAT EVADE T H E IR 
SHARE. 
The books at the W ater W orks show 
1,083 families of four or more members, 
73G of three members, 1,697 of two m em ­ 
bers, and 93 " families ” of one member. 
Of the 1,697 families that claim to have but 
two members each, probably one-hall' or 
more have at least four members, and the 
one-member families probably have at least 
two or three. 
Thus it will be seen that, so far as fam­ 
ilies are concerned, there will be practically 
no difference in the rates collected under 
the new ordinance and w hat should have 
been collected under the old. 


BUT TH E C H IEF ADVANTAGE 
Expected to be derived from the operation 
of the new ordinance is the sum that wili 
be collected from a certain class of the 
floating population—those 
who 
change 
their residence every two or three m onths. 
It is estimated that there are at least 400 
tenement-houses in the city that practically 
escape the paym ent of water rates. Most 
of these are situated in the alleys. The 
collector is put off a few times by á tenant, 
who then removes and a new family comes 
in, and the same game is repeated. The 
proposition now is to collect the water rates 
from the owners of these tenem ents, who 
are receiving rents from them solely be­ 
cause the city has been 
m agnanimous 
enough to keep them supplied with an 
abundance of water. 
W hen landlords find 
that they cannot rent their houses without 
water supplies are included, they will be 
very careful to see th at the water is paid 
for. 
SOME FACTS AND FIGURES. 
The principal changes in the rates from 
the old to the new ordinance will be noted 
below. In a few instances only the figures 
refer to quarterly paym ents, and these 
are so designated" in each case. All the 
o’her rates (except for taps) are by tbe 
m onth. Beside those included in the fol­ 
lowing lists, slight changes are made in the 
rates for bakeries, brickmasons, etc., but 
they are of a trifling character, and hardly 
w orth enum erating.

A FEY REAL ESTATE AGENT. 
Ex Attorney-General Marshall Outwitted 
by a Southern Booiuer. 
S akta B arbara. April 22d.—The trial of 
the case of the People vs. Frank A. Blake, 
in which the defendant was charged with 
embezzlement and which has been pending 
in the Superior Court of this county for 
some time, terminated this evening. The 
verdict of the jury was “ Not guilty." 
Owing to the prominence of the parties in­ 
terested, the case has attracted a great deal 
of attention. Blake, the defendant, is a 
prominent real estate agent in this city, 
and ex-Attorney-General E. C. Marshall 
was the complaining witness. Blake was 
the sole and exclusive ngent for the sale of 
u property valued at $13 (XX). belonging to 
the wife of General Marshall. About the 
1st of February a man named Lawrence 
told Blake that be could sell the place, 
but that he. l-awrence, would only give 
$12.000 lor it. Blake was not authorized 
to sell the property for less than 
$14 000. and so be, accompanied bv Law­ 
rence, w>-nt to General Marshall, and Blake 
conveyed Lawrence's otfer of $12.000 to 
him , which, afier some hesitation. Mar­ 
sha 1 and his wife accepted, upon condition 
they »e pe-iuitted to retain two small lota 
adjoining the place, and that Blake recover 
hi?compensation formakingsale,which was 
$500, from ihe other parties to the transac 
tion. Blake told Lawrence the conditions 
upon which (he sale could be made, and 
the terms were accepted by Lawrence, who 
afoo agreed to divide whatever he made out 
of the transaction with Blake. Lawrence 
ar.d Blake then went and sold the place to 
a man named Cloderwood for $15,000. who, 
previous to their visit to Marshall, had 
agreed with Lawrence to give $15.000 
for the property. Blake paid Marshall 
$12,000, toe price he agreed to take for the 
property, and the remaining $3 000 was di­ 
vided between himself and Lawrence. 


ARIZONA. 
Honoring Governor Woltley—Capturing

Tocaos, April 224.—Governor Woltley, 
Arizona’s first home Governor, arrived in 
Tucson on Saturday night front the capítol. 
A iargo number of citizens called on him 
this evening, informally paying their re­ 
spects.

A rumor has been circulated to-day that 
officers traced the robber» of the Texas-

has been captured. The other is making 
his escape, with $1,000 in bullion, to Tuc­ 
son. The man cantured in Nogales, it is 
said, confessed and implicates his pal, who. 
he says got away with all the plunder. 
The officers are scouring the surrounding 
country, and watching every approach to 
the city. He is said to be a Mexican, but 
looks like a mulatto. 
He Changed His Mind. 
San Francisco, April 22d.—Al Jones, a 
middle-aged man, had twenty grains of 
morphine pumped out of his stomach at 
the Receiving" Hospital early yesterday 
morning. Jones, according to his own 
story, made up his mind that he wanted 
n die, and took the poison. The shores of 
the hereafter loomed up after he swallowed 
the morphine, and he ran from Pacific and 
Stockton streets to the hospital for relief. 
He is none the worse for his experience. 
Poker-Flayerg Arrested. 
San F rancisco, April 22d.—Fourteen 
poker-players were captured in a back 
room in tbe saloon on the southwest cor­ 
ner of Fourth and Mission streets yesterday 
morning. 
The men all gave fictitious 
names and nine of them deposited bail in 
the sum of $50 each. 
The Santa Clara Minee. 
Los A ngels-?, Aptil 22d.—Win. O. Bell- 
aire of Paiauena has returned from the 
Santa Clara mines in Lower California. He 
says there are at a low estimate 2,700 men 
at work in the Santa Clara district. There 
is no claim vacant in the Alamo or Mexi­ 
can gulch. All practical miners have been 
well rewarded for hard work. I saw $3,500 
in dust sold in San Diego on Saturday, and 
I m yself sold seventeen ounces and Senor 
Morales sold thirty-seven ounces. There 
was a specimen taken from the Prenuss 
m ine last Tuesday, on the outside of which 
there is free gold to be seen to the value of 
$1,200. How much there is iuside of it no 
one knows, as it has not been broken. It 
weighs 1.100 pounds. It will be exhibited 
in Los Angeles and San Francisco and then 
sent to the Paris exhibition. 
More Railroad liuildlng, 
San D iego, April 22d.—The contract for 
the first four and a half miles of the San 
Diego and Eastern Terminal Railroad was 
awarded to-day to E. C. Burlingame, of Los 
Angeles.

P ortland (Or.), April 224.—A press dis­ 
patch this morning from San Francisco 
called Dave Campbell, Oregon’s champion, 
a tenth-rate fighter, and insinuated that he 
was afraid to meet Joe Ohoynski.

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 
[special dispatch to the recokd-vniok.] 
THE DANMARK. 
How the Accident to Her Machinery 
Occurred. 
London, April 22d.—A detailed state­ 
ment of the Danmark accident has bren 
received from First Officer Raben. The 
shaft broke on the 4th instant., when the 
vessel rose on the crest of a wave. The 
shaft broke in the tunnel near the aft end 
of the section, and the ragged end con­ 
nected with the engine tore a hole in the 
bottom of the vessel, causing another leak. 
The machinery was completely disabled, 
and no attempt was made to mend the 
shaft, as it would have been useless, even 
if possible. 
The vessel at once fell into the trough of 
the sea, but fortunately the after compart­ 
ment was closed, which Kept the water 
back. 
The vessel was put before ihe 
wind. Sail being go up at once and the 
route of the ocean steamships was followed 
as well as possible. Nothing could be done 
to free the vessel’s 3fter-compartments, but 
tbe pumps were kept going to keep the 
vessel free of water that leaked in from aft. 
The Missouri was sighted on the 5th inst. 
After the Danmark was taken in tow the 
Missouri held on as long as possible. On 
the 5th the case was seen to be hopeless. 
So much water was in the hold that the 
Danmark lost buoyancy. Every time she 
went down in the trough of the sea her 
passengers thought it would be her last 
plunge. The Missouri wus stopped and 
Captain Knudsen went aboard. 
After a 
short conference Captain Merrel of the Mis­ 
souri agreed to jettison a portion of her 
cargo and thus allow room between decks 
for the Danmark’s passengers. 
The work of jettisoning the cargo and 
transferring the passengers began sim ul­ 
taneously. The passengers were each al­ 
lowed to take a reasonable kit of clothing 
and personal effects, but it was necessarily 
limited, and many lose heavily. 


OUR SISTER REPUBLIC. 
Telegraph Poles Muse Go In the Capital 
City—Other Matters. 
City of Mexico, April 22d.—The muni­ 
cipal government of this city proposes to 
remove from the streets all telegraph, tele­ 
phone aDd electric light poles. 
The announcement ot the death in New 
York yesterday of Sebastian Lerdo, Ex­ 
Preside ut of this Republic, caused general 
mourning. 
The report in circulation here that a fili­ 
buster scheme against Lower California is 
oa foot is not believed. 


The body of H. G. Boisselier, drowned a 
few days ago on tbe wav down to San 
Francisco from Stockton, has been recov­ 
ered. 


The argument in the Oakes murder trial 
was concluded yesterday at San Ber­ 
nardino, and the case given to thejurv last 
night. 


Why Boulanger Fled from France. 
London, April 224.—Boulanger’s friends 
now father the story that Boulgnger had 
learned that the French (Government had 
agreed upon a plot to assassinate him. 
They say Boulanger is responsible for the 
details. H e was to be arrested by the Paris 
police under a pretense of conducting him 
alive to prison, when he was to be led 
where some ruffians were to be ambushed, 
and who were to pretend to rescue him. 
The police were to pretend to repel the 
assault, but were to shoot him as if by 
mistake. Had this failed, he was to have 
been sentenced to death by a one-sided 
Court-martial and executed twenty-four 
hours later. Accordingly he fled from 
France. 
A Blot in Austria. 
V ienna. April 224.—The rioting in con­ 
nection with the strike ol the train car­ 
men was renewed here to-day. The strikers 
attacked the cars and succeeded in smash­ 
ing many of them. The cavalry were again 
called out, and a charge was made upon tbe 
rioters, many of whom were wounded. 
About one hundred strikers were arrested. 
Over Twenty Thousand Rioters. - * 
V ienna, April 221.—M idnight—The Fa- 
voritem Ottakrin Dornbach quarters are 
occupied by the cavalry. Every arrest 
made is followed by a vigorous rally of the 
mob, with the object of rescuing the pris­ 
oners. It is estimated that there were over 
20.000 rioters. One woman was trampled 
to death, and many persons were injured. 
He Denies It. 
London, April 22d.—Lord Brownlow de­ 
nies that he has accepted the Viceroyship 
of Ireland. H e says he has never been of­ 
fered the post. 
The Fopc. 
Rome, April 22d.—The Pope celebrated 
mass in Consistory Hall to-day. Many 
strangers were present. At midday he re­ 
ceived the prelates and others. ’ At tbe 
coming consistory he will create seven 
Cardinals. 
A Scared Ruler. 
St. P etersburg, April 224.—The Czar is 
suffering from extreme nervousness caused 
by the excitement of being in constant 
dread of attempts upon bis life.
